ever shall lose 'his life for my sake 
shall find it." The'speaker noted th 
Greek word, Psyche,.as meaning- sou 
life or 'self,' and said that he pro 
ferred the word self instead of life in 
the translation. 
In this way the Ken 
tcnce would read, "Whosoever sha] 
lose himself will. Cor my sake, shal 
find life." 
The term "self" as he de 


fined it, was a larger one than life 
and included 
the 
soul going forth 


through life and death. 
He showed 
that the whole quest ol: life, elthe 
animal or vegetable, was after self 
hood. 
"The energy of. developmen 
and self-perpetuation 
was in 
eacl 


growing thing." 
The winged seed o 
the maple was making- a desperate ef 
fort to perpetuate its kind and put 
ting fort heve-y energy toward tha 
end." 
"Each cell of animal life was. 


a mighty force, seeking Cor self. No 
aimlessly, but keeping its individual 
ity it shows a hidden energy ol! im- 
pulse." He spoke of the child as a 
bundle of complex instincts, whicl 
were reaching out to express them- 
selves, and was gradually coming to 
know itself in its quest after knowl- 
edge. 
He analyzed the instincts of man-

The difficulty 
is that man 
is

selflsh ends and blind to his possi- 
bilities.

tical thing in the world, and that

kingdom of God, one 


reached -beyond 
the 
limitations of
